As this was being typed, activity 
has been on all bands (except 160 m) on CW. SSB operations have been on 40, 20, 17, 15, 12, 10 
and 6 metres, while RTTY operations have been on 30, 17 and 15 metres. Totals as of 13:18 
UTC 29 July are 47 011 QSOs with 14 235 unique call signs. The breakdown is 24 364 CW, 16 
417 SSB and 6 230 RTTY. Currently, there are 10 operators there - Paul, N6PSE, Dmitri, 
RAQUSU, Valery, RG8K, Jun, JH4RHF, Andreas, DH8WR, Fabrizio, IN3ZNR, Manuel, EA7AJR, 
Jose, EA7KW and Antonio, EADRM.

DX Code of Conduct 


T will listen, and listen, and then listen again before calling. 

T will only call if I can copy the DX station properly. 

I will not trust the DX cluster and will be sure of the DX station's call sign before calling. 

I will not interfere with the DX station or anyone calling and will never tune up on the DX fre- 
quency or in the QSX slot. 

T will wait for the DX station to end a contact before I call. 

T will always send my full call sign. 

I will call and then listen for a reasonable interval. I will not call continuously. 

I will not transmit when the DX operator calls another call sign, not mine. 

T will not transmit when the DX operator queries a call sign not like mine. 

I will not transmit when the DX station requests geographic areas other than mine. 

When the DX operator calls me, I will not repeat my call sign unless I think he has copied it in- 
correctly. 

T will be thankful if and when I do make a contact. 

I will respect my fellow radio amateurs and conduct myself so as to earn their respect.
